OVB WASHINGTON LETTER 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Ang. 1,1881. 


There is rejoicing to-day in the pal 


aces ol tbe Corcorans, the Blaines and 
th» Camerons, iu the fashionable West 
End, and also in the negro hovels on 
Virginia aveuu*. The President will 
net veto the bill for the reclamation of 
the Potomac swamps—the, insidious 
walaria that p«netrates alike tha White 
House and the hovel is to be scotched. 
Tbe only obstacle in the way of the ab- 
aolnU perfection ol the Capital is to be 
dag up and made to smile with trees 
and flowers and lakes. It is believed 
that the plan prepared by the late 
Major Twining will be substantially fol- 
lowed. The space north of the railroad 
bridge will not be completely filled in 
but will be arranged in parka with 
lakelets and fountains as a continuation 
of the Smithsonian, Agricultural anc 
and White House grounds. When this 
portion of the improvements shall be 
completed it will give miles of addition- 
purposes. 
The money appropriated 


BOW will probably be used in building 
the bulkhead. 
A board of engineers 


will be conveyed to exactly establish 
the line of the bulkhead and when this 
is clone the work will be commenced 
Althogh for mauy yeirs the necessity 
of some action looking to the improve 
ment of the river front wag felt, yet it 
was not until 1872 that any vigoron 
movement by Congress to accomplish 
this was made; and the report of the 
board of survey, ordered by the act o; 
March 5 of that year, set forth iu em 
phatio terms the necessity for the work 
as a sanitary measure, and its advan- 
tages to the city in a commercial poinl 
of view. When that report was re 
(erred to the House District Committee 
that body entered upon an investigation 
and was at once beset by a hord of those 
who were opposed to the improvements 
of the District that were then progress- 
ing and the protests of the number 
who claimed to own the flats deleatoi 
4l driving privileges, and will make thai 
section one of the most beautiful parts 
of the city. Below the Long Bridge a 
winter basin will be formed of the pres 
anc Washington channel which will be 
ample to accommodate the commerce 
of this city, and the point to be fillet 
op between the extension of Fourteenth 
street and the western bouudry of this 
basin will form a peninsula extending 
from Maryland avenue to opposite the 
arsenal and will be laid oat for building 
any appropriation save a pitiful sum 
$50,000. which was of no earthly nse 
save as a recognition that 


SOMETHING SHOULD BE DOHE. 


Before the matter could be again 


presented to jCongress the obstruction 
ista in the District succeeded in abolish 
ing the board of public work. The 
temporary government which succeed- 
ed wits occupied principally iu unravel 
ing tbe tangle which the sudden aboli- 
tion of thu board of public works neccs 
sarily caused, and so nothing in regard 
to the river front improvement was 
done till the appointment of Mujo 
Twining as Engineer Commissioner 
In a conversation with that officer bu 
a few days before bis death, ue said he 
had the satisfaction lo know his plan 
over which be had spent four years o: 
thought and study, had been adopted 
To his energy, his persistence, and his 
careful study of the. subject IH doe the 
present success in the passage of $400,- 
000, which will shortly be available to 
commence the work.

The Virginia Chronicle says 
"Since 


Professor Le t/onte visited the State 
Prison at Carson to examine the fossil 
tracks on the floor of the quarry, War- 
den Garrard has developed three addi- 
tional series of human footprints. He 
turned a stream of water on the quarry 
floor, at the western side, where the wall 
s about 30 feet high, and was rewarded 
by more than a dozen new footprints 
One series shows tracks of the same 
mammoth proportions as those found 
at the eastern end of the quarry, while 
running parallel with them are the 
tracks of a smaller man.
